A source at the State 
Dept., however, said he 
had no idea where Mica 
got his information. 


USING 
IN U.S. 

The “spy dust** chemi- 
cal, nitro phenyl pentad!- 
ene aldehyde (NPPD), is 
transferred by touch and, 
once on a diplomat's skin, 
can be used to track him 
and those he comes in 
contact with. 

NPPD also is a known 
mutagen that causes 
cellular change and pos- 
sibly cancer. 
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
